Russ  - The  $200K  request  for  Upper  Animas  is  in  addition  to  the  $200K  contained  in 
the  $310  approved  need  discussed  at  the  last  budget  meeting.  You  are  correct  in  that 
we  are  no  longer  allocating  any  pipeline  funding  to  Gold  King  at  this  time. 


With  respect  to  Central  City,  it  would  be  incorrect  to  associate  the  RD  need  with  OU3, 
since  the  work  pertains  to  OU4  and  the  Blackhawk  WTP.  I have  not  discussed  this 
particular  need  with  the  state,  but  they  have  alluded  to  it  in  recent  site  meetings.  We 
could  ask  the  state  to  absorb  this  cost,  due  to  the  underlying  reasons  for  the  delay  in 
construction  of  the  plant,  or  we  could  find  another  way  to  code  this  activity  (e.g.,  TA?).
